Claim 3 (amended): A composition according to claim 1 wherein said extract contains an 
anti-odor and anti-plaque active component selected from the group consisting of glabrins, 
licochalCones, glycyrrhizic acid, glycyrrhetinic acid and other flavonoids and coumarins. 
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
